W ASHING TO N (AP)— The Supre me Court, in an 8 *0 de cision o f far-re aching tm* 
port, Thursday cle are d the way fo r Japan to try G! W illiam S. G irard fo r m anslaughte r. 
The high tribunal rule d that the Eise nhowe r adm inistratio n violate d no provision 
o f 
the C onstitution or laws whe n it waive d any right to try Girard by U.S. Arm y co urt-m artial 
and de cide d inste ad to turn him ove r to Japan. 
The e ight justice s uphe ld the le gality o f the status-of-force s agre e me nt be twe e n the 
Unite d Slate s and Jopan. This pact give s the prim ary right to try Am e rican se rvice me n 
to the Unite d State s in some case s and to Japan in othe rs. It also provide s that one natio n 
shall give "sym pathe tic co nside ratio n" to waiving its right on re que st from the othe r 
nation.
